The Meeting of Relatives—Sa,d Part-

Account of ;the Trip. 


Seattle, Wash., June 6.—I left -our 


good old Portsmouth on the early 
morning train of "the 5th ult., visited 
children, brothers and other friends 
at Logansport, Rochester, Bourbon 
and Warsaw, Indiana, and also at 
Battle Creek, S.tanwood andLudding- 
ton. Michigan; sailed thence over 
lake to Milwaukee; from thence went 
by rail .to Chicago, where I visited 
my printer son, who writes display 
ads for one of the large dailies. 
To 


say that my trip was pleasant and 
restful, after my great fatigue-in 
closing business, is putting it very 
mildly.. Yet, when those dear to me 
would plead with me not to make the 
contemplated Alaskan, journey, 
at 


one time one of them looking me in 
the eye, and with subdued voice say- 
ing, Father, I never expect to see you 
again," I confess to some little trepi- 
dation as to my intended journey. 
Expenses of trip, so far, including 
some little donations to grand-chil- 
den and others, amount to $70. At 
Chicago I 'was joined by my son, 
Charles Elmer, of Logansport, Ind., 
who will accompany me to Alaska, or 
the Klondike, as we may hereafter 
decide. He is very robust, active and 
a great help to me. At Stanwpod, 
Mich., I found my one-armed brother, 
Henry, "Hank," well known xto so 
many about Earden, Scioto county, 
in very feeble "health. He can't last 
long. 
Goodbye, dear brother. 
At 


Battle Creek I attended the syna- 
gogue on Saturday. Everything con- 
nected with the sanitarium there is a 
marvel, toth as to magnificence and 
accuracy. 'Over 700 employes, all 
consecrated to their work and largely 
to the church of the Seventh Day 
Baptists, all, including the waiter 
boys, elevator boys, etc., have their 
Bibles at hand well marked for proof 
texts of their faith. One can not 
help wondering at the great power of 
God:s word, even when some portions 
of it are misunderstood. We visitors, 
about twenty, on Saturday were con- 
ducted through the various depart- 
ments of the "Sabbath" school of 
over 700 scholars, in classes of four to 
each teacher. The young men, as 
well as women, were there as teach- 
ers; by the score. We were next 
seated in theauditorium, where, with 
3.000, we listened to a very moderate 
exposition of scripture from-a rather 
aged man. The music, however, was 
moat inspiring. In the sanitarium I

We left Chicago on the evening of 


the 24th ult. for this city. Fare, in- 
cluding sleeper from St. Paul, on the 
Great Unther, S34.50. Reached here 
the 28th at noon, four or five hours 
late. The Rockies and Cascades were 
passed mostly during night time, 
hence much of the scenic interest was 
lost. 
We have now abont completed our 


outfits and expect to sail someday 
this week for Dutch Harbor, Una- 
laska, stopping at New Boston, two 
hundred miles this side of 
St. 


Michaels and go up the south mouth 
of the Yukon, Instead of the north, 
as has been the custom until recently. 


For this our boat is the Laur'ada, a 
strong, fast-sailing old English ship. 
To Dawson City, the distance up the 
Yukon is 1,700 miles, this giving us 
a total water distance of 4,250 miles. 
Railway travel from Portsmouth to 
this city; 2,635 miles, a grand total 
of 6,885 miles.' 
' 


For self and soa I have purchased 


3,200 pounds of provisions, 700 pounds 
of hardware and 260 pounds of bed- 
ding and clothing1, besides about 400 
pounds of clothing and other personal 
effects in our trunks and grips, all of 
which has cost me 81,450, besides 
$125" for clothing before leaving Ports- 
mouth. 
I saved $60 by purchasing a 


ticket from an editor of this city. We 
could have secured cheaper rates of 
transportation from smaller and un- 
certain firms, but preferred the sub- 
stantial and reliable Boston 
and 


Alaska 
Transportation 
company. 


Hundreds are crowding this city for 
water transportation, as ohe season 
approaches for the opening of navi- 
gation up the Yukon. 


Seattle is built on a much larger 


number of hills than Rome was, many 
of them so steep as to be quite diffi- 
cult to climb; except by trolley cars. 
Besides, it covers a large portion of 
creation all about here,-much of the 
territory being but little occupied, 
many lots and small farms interven- 
ing. 
The large influx of Klondikers 


has given business a considerable im 
petus. 
Hotels, 
boarding 
houses 


barber shops, laundries and certain 
qualities of goods have been pushed 
up in from ten to fifty per cent. The 
main staples, such as groceries, cloth 
ing and hardware,' are kept within 
reasonable bounds by active competi 
tion. I found my warm friend, tin 
Hon. A. B.:Ball, formerly of Indiana 
located here, who rendered me good 
service by his cordial ^introductions t 
business firms. Also'our own "Lou'

tanamo, has been engaged in beating 


0S a bush attack by Spanish'guerillas 
and regulars since 3 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon. 


The fighting Tvas almost continuous 


for 13 hours until 6 o'clock Sunday 
morning when reinforcements were 
. landed from the Marblehead.

Four Americans were killed and one 


wounded. The advance pickets under 
Lieutenants Neville and Shaw are un- 
accounted for. 


Among the killed is Assistant Sur- 


geon John Blair Gibbons of New York. 
He entered the service since the war 
begun. He was a very popular officer. 


The others killed • are 
Sergeant 


Charles H. Smith of Smallwood, Pri- 
vate William Dunphy of Gloucester, 
Mass., and Private James McColgan of 
Stoneham, Mass. 


Corporal 
Glass 
was 
accidentally 


wounded in the head. 


The Spanish loss Is unknown, but it 


v. 
-as probably considerable. 
The splashes of blood found at day- 


light at the positions the Spaniards 
occupied Indicates fatalities, but their 
comrades carried off the killed and 
wtxraded. 


The engagement began with desul- 


tory firing at the pickets, a thousand 
yards inland from the camp. 


Captain Spicer's company .was doing 


guard duty and was driven in, finally 
rallying on the camp and repulsing the 
enemy at 5 o'clock. 


Shot In the Head. 


The bodies of Privates McColgan and 


Dunphy were found, both shot in the 
head. 


The large cavities caused by the 


bullets, which, inside a range of BOO 
yards, have a rotary motion, indicates 
that the victims were killed at close 
range. 


The bodies were stripped of shoes, 


, hats and cartridge belts and horribly 


mutilated with machetes.
